When realistically considered the only hon- 
est answer could be a real opportunity to per- 
sue the economical and spiritual neccessities 
required for a meaningful and fulfilling Black 
national experience, If possible how can this 
be done in America? The answer is paradox- 
ical: yes and no, 


First yes, as an individual it is possible to 
gain acceptance from the materialistic, vio- 
lent Wnite American Society, This is done 
only after you have suppressed every glimmer 
of black awareness and black conscienceness, 
while completely mastering the modern day 
role of Uncle Tom as a Black Anglo-Saxon, or 
bourgeosis, 

Until Marcus Garvey, the dominate think- 
ing in black communities was to achieve the 
American dream through assimilation ona 
token or individual basis, The acheivement of 
Jackie Robinson, Nal Goode, Edward Brooke, 
Ralph Bunche, Leontyne Price, and a host of 
other Negro celebraties witness this fact, how 
ever, THIS DOES NOT CHANGE THE BLACK 
MASS CONDITION ONE BIT, 

Second no, it is completely impossible for 
the masses of black people to experience any 
real fulfillment as a people ora black nation 
without making very basic and fundamental 
changes to the economical, political, and mor- 
tal systems in America today, In essence, 
the problem is that a black man is not permit- 
ted to be a man, and or he HIMSELF WILL 
NOT STAND UP AND BEA MAN, This change 
must be brought about by any means necessary, 

Whatever alternatives are followed, we 
Black people must stop allowing ourselves to 
be fooled by Wnite people, We must face the 
reality that the system which has resisted 
change for over 400 years is not about to do 
anything that will bring about any MEANING- 
FUL change now, This reality demands dec- 
isions and action that will reflect a Black re-= 
sponse to white society, 

This of course implies a further step-and 
that is to accept the reality of color distinc- 
tions, White people attached an importance tc 
color and regardless of what they say they 
will not overlook it, Therfore an emphasis on 
blackness is not a form of black bigotry or co: 
lor supremacy, but merely a recognition of a 
reality that has been forced upon us, That 
BLACK should be looked upon positively and 
with pride and that Black people UNITE for 
POWER as Black people, again is not a form 
of discrimination, but merely accepting the 
reality of the situation, the reality that white 
society has imposed the color distinctions we 
live by, 

We must follow the examples of our Black 
brothers in Africa and Asia, who have awaken 
ed to the knowledge of their deceivers, We 
must UNITE NOW in order that our children 
might inherit the dreams which we have been 
denied.
